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In the Detailed Action that accompanied the Notice of Allowability mailed July 15, 
2010, in the above identified application, the Action states that the Information 
Disclosure Statement submitted on February 26, 2001 cited a reference to "Hoover et 
al." and a reference to "Tanaka et al." without providing at least a year of publication for 
either reference. As such, the previous Action indicates that these citations have been 
lined through because they do not meet the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .98. The 
undersigned spoke briefly to the Examiner by telephone on September 15, 2010, 
wherein the Examiner confirmed that both the Hoover reference and the Tanaka 
reference had been reviewed and considered substantively by him with regard to the 
subject matter of these two references vis a vis patentability of the allowed claims, but 
that these two references would not be listed on the cover sheet of the issued patent 
due to the missing dates. The Examiner further offered that the references could still be 
listed on the cover of the patent to be issued if at least the year of publication of each 
reference is known. A review of the status the references indicates that Hoover et al. 
published in the year 1997 and Tanaka et al. published in the year 1996 . Applicants 
respectfully request that these references now be listed on the cover of the patent to be 
issued and that the status of having been lined through be withdrawn.
